On a stand- 
ing vote, the House was recorded 
227 to 73 for the measure. 

The bill embodied a part of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's program for reor- 


ganization of the executive branch 
of the Government. 

Passage came after two hours of 
sharp debate, in which Republicans 
attacked the legislation. 

Voting almost strictly along party 
lines, the House turned down every 
attempt to amend the Dill. 

A proposal by Representative An- 
drew (Rep.), New York, to require 
Senate approval of appointments 
lost, 145 to 48. Another by Repre- 
sentative Knutson (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, which would have forbidden 
appointment of anyone over 70 
years of age was defeated, 140 to 
48. 

Still another, by Representative 
McLean (Rep.), New Jersey, which 
would have brought a constitution- 
al amendement for a six-year term 
of office for the President and for- 
bidden more than one term, was 
ruled out of order.

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CLEVELAND, July 27. — Four 
hundred policemen were on guard 
in Cleveland’s steel strike area to- 
day after a night of labor violence 
in which more than 60 persons 
were injured. 

The fighting, between workers 
and strikers at Republic Steel's 
Corrigan-McKinney plant, was the 
third outbreak in 24 hours. One 
striker was killed and 40 persons 
were injured in clashes near the 
plant earlier in the day. 


Workers and pickets clubbed 
each other’s heads with pick-han- 
dies, iron pipes and sticks in the 
darkness. The headquarters of a 
C I O union was wrecked. Glass 
was broken in automobiles. 

Vandalism, which has been spora- 
dic for several weeks, spread over 
other sections of the city. Newly- 
painted houses, finished without 
union labor, were sprayed with 
stain. Windows were smashed in 
homes of steel workers and opera- 
tives of knit mills where C I O and 
A. F. of L. unions are engaged in 
a jurisdictional fight. 

Crowd Forced Back. 

Police forced a crowd at the 
Corrigan-McKinney mill back two 
blocks from one of its main en- 
trances, and the morning change 
of shifts took place with little vio- 
lence except for one or two in- 
stances of stone-throwing. 

Assistant Safety Director Robert 
W. Chamberlin asked Republic 
executives to abandon the night 
shift change, placing the plant on 
a two-shift day, while Police Chief 
George J. Matowitz canceled all 
police vacations. Mayor Harold 
H. Burton and Sheriff Martin L. 
O’Donnell said they would not ask 
that National Guard troops be sent 
back here. 

A CIO delegation protested to 
Mayor Burton that police made no 
effort to protect the union head- 
quarters which was wrecked. 

“When your men throw rocks, 
that’s going too far,” Mayor Burton 
replied. 

Meanwhile, Republic Steel Corpo- 
ration filed a suit to enjoin mass 
picketing at the Corrigan-McKin- 
ney plant. 

Sporadic fighting between worker 
and striker groups through the 
day yesterday, punctuated by more 
serious fighting with the changing 
of shifts, reached a climax last night 
with a five-hour fight in the 
valley fronting the main entrance 
of the plant. 

Starting shortly after dark, the 
fighting raged until after 1 a. m., 
with more than 60 persons taken 
to hospital or doctors’ offices, 
100 or more automobiles damaged, 
shots fired, tear gas bombs thrown, 
and clubs wielded so indiscrim- 
inately that often, police said, mem- 
bers of the two groups were fight- 
ing their own men. 

Headquarters of the Steel Work- 
ers’ Organizing Committee near 
the plant was wrecked by a band 
of workers. A newspaper reporter 
who saw the fight inside the 
S W O C building, said he saw 
Miss Rosina Artino, 19 years old, 
who had been preparing food for 
pickets, struck on the arm with a 
club, and thrown 
dow. Furniture was broken, win- 
dows smashed, and glass and debris 
were thrown into the food intended 
for the pickets, the reporter said. 

At 10:30 strikers began evading 
police who had been keeping back 
crowds of sympathizers, and made 
their way ‘into the valley, where 
they could stop cars at will. 


500 Men Attack 100 Pickets. 

At 11 about 500 workers, identify- 
ing themselves with white arm 
bands, «ushed out of the Independ- 
ence road gate of the plant, attack- 
ing a group of about 100 pickets, 
witnesses said. The pickets fled be- 
fore the workers, but occasionally 
one would attempt to seize a club 
or other weapon from a worker, 
and a fight would start. 

Every available policeman was or- 
dered to the scene as reports spread 
that all the workers in the plant 
were to come out and attack the 
crowd of sympathizers. Nearly 200 
workers did start up the valley 
toward the spot where police held 
back sympathizers, but’ turned 
back. 

Hundreds of women, children and

BLACK LEGION CHIEF 
HUNTED IN NEW YORK 


Ohio and Michigan Request 
Arrest After Report Fu- 
gitive Was Seen. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 27.—Requests 
from Columbus, O., and Detroit, 
Mich., for the arrest of Virgil F. 
(Bert) Effinger, fugitive command- 
er of the Black Legion, have been 
received here. The search heré was 
ordered on a reyort a man re- 
sembling Effinger was seen in New 
York recently. 

Assistant Chief Inspector John 
A. Lyons said the request fronr 
Columbus was for Effinger’s arrest 
on a fugitive warrant. Effinger, 
an electrical contractor of Lima, 
O., has been sought since he walked 
out of an extradition hearing last 
Aug. 25 on charges growing out of 
the Black Legion investigation. 

The Detroit request, Lyons said, 
was for Effinger’s arrest on a 
charge of illegal possession of 
weapons. 

Effinger, identified at trials in 
Detroit as national commander of 
the Black Legion, was among 22 
persons charged with violation of 
the State criminal syndicalism 
statute and conspiracy to over- 
throw the Government in a blanket 
warrant issued by Circuit Judge 
James E. Chenot of Detroit. 

Judge Chenot sat as a one-man 
grand jury requested by the Michi- 
gan State Attorney-General’s office 
to -investigate the secret society 
of hooded night riders. 

Effinger also faces another war- 
rant, obtained last Aug. 15 by 
Prosecutor Duncan C. McCrea of 
Wayne County, who charged that 
Effinger transported bombs and ex- 
plosives to a Black Legion meet- 
ing there two years ago. 

Both charges are contained in an 
extradition warrant signed by Gov.

Government Command 
Sees Counter-Offensive 
Slowly. Wasting Itself, 
Pins Hope on Holding 
Out Few More Days.

MADRID, July 27.—Government 


commanders said tonight that the 
insurgents’ fierce three-day coun- 
ter-attack on the Brunete front 
west of Madrid had passed its peak. 

They asserted the attack was 
diminishing in force and expressed 
confidence that Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco‘s troops, exhausted by 
the ceaseless onslaughts 
the Government’s salient, would be 
unable to sustain the drive much 
longer. 

The battle raged with seemingly 
continued intensity, however, par- 
ticularly in the volume of artillery 
fire. But Government officers as- 
serted their retreat from Brunete, 
furthest tip of their wedge in the 
insurgent Madrid siege lines, def- 
initely was stopped. 

Government Line Stren 

With powerful contingents of re- 
inforcements rushed to Gen. Jose 
Miaja’s sagging line, loyalists said 
they now had at least twice ag 


many men in reserve as the insur- 


gents possess. 

Two long days of concerted in- 
surgent thrusts at Villanueva de la 
Canada, nerve center of the Gov- 
ernment’s sector, forced Miaja to 
bring up heavy reserves for what 
some military observers say may 
be the final battle for Madrid. The 
determination of the year-old civil 
war, in the opinion of many of these 
observers, hangs on Madrid’s fate, 

All Government positions along 
the 30-mile looping front which 
Miaja drove into the insurgent 
besiegers’ rearguard territory near- 
ly three weeks ago were subjected 
yesterday to bombing and shelling. 
But only at the north of Brunete, 
demolished tip of the salient, were 
Miaja’s forces thrown back. 

After the fall of Brunete Satur- 
day, the Government troops fell 
back to positions in a wood not far 
from the shattered town. There 
they sought to consolidate’ their 
strength under the natural protec- 
tion of the trees. 


Trenches Bombarded. 


Yesterday the insurgent bombard- 
ment with shells and bombs was 
reopened. Artillery projectiles and 
bombs—hundreds of them—ripped 
through the trees. Shells exploded 
in the trenches, ripping away sand- 
bag fortifications. The Governe- 
ment’s position became untenable 
and another retreat was ordered. 

Despite the reverse, the Governe 
ment command feels that the in- 
surgent counter-offensive is slowly 
wasting itself and that the Madrid 
forces will raise the siege of Madrid 
if they can hold their grip on the 
salient for a few more days. 

The Government sets insurgent 
casualties of the last six days at 
25,000 and admits its own losses 
have been heavy. 


It is estimated that 200,000 
men, divided about evenly between 
insurgents and the Government, 
are involved in the battle. 

While the Government has fought 
off insurgent attackers from the 
south (the Brunete sector), the 
southeast and east of Villanueva 
de la Canada, center of Miaja’s 
communications lines, another 
strong insurgent drive has been di- 
rected at its positions east of Vil- 
lanueva cel Pardillo, at the base 
of the salient. This is an effort to 
plug tue hole which Miaja punched 
in Generalissimo Francisco Franco’s 
lines some 15 miles west of Madrid 
18 days ago. - 

It was on that sudden offensive 
that Miaja’s troops drove southward 
as far as Brunete in an effort to 
encircle insurgents camped on the 
western fringe of Madrid. 

Government officers assert the 
loss of Brunete was not unexpected 
since it was in a particularly ex- 
posed position. They are more con- 
cerned with keeping high the mo- 
rale within their ranks. 


Insurgent Planes Routed. 


One of the largest air battles of 
the war was fought last night over 
Villanueva de la Canada. Forty in-

Testifies He Was in Bed 
Night of Alleged Attempt 
to Kill Colleague.

GREENFIELD, Mass., July 27.— 
The defense rested today in the 
trial of Thomas E. Elder, former 
dean of Mount Hermon School, on 
charges of assault with intent to 
murder S. Allen Norton, former 
school cashier. 

A few moments before Elder's 
counsel completed his case, Mrs. 
Elder testified her husband was in 
bed in a Keene (N. H.) hotel, 40 
miles from Greenfield, at the mo- 
ment on the night of May 25, when 
Norton charges Elder threatened 
him with a shotgun. 

Elder, on the witness stand, pre- 
viously asserted that Norton once 
had described himself as a “Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” 

Charged with threatening Norton, 
a former cashier at the_ school, 
Elder testified that Norton so de- 
scribed himself after accusing Elder 
of kissing a stenographer, Miss 
Evelyn Dill. Miss Dill, who pre- 
ceded Elder on the stand, denied, 
as did Elder, Norton’s accusation 
that they had kissed. 

“Dr. Cutler (former headmaster)

Neighbors Between Kingshighway and Taylor |

Complain—McDevitt Suggests New Law, 
But Alderman Says Police Should Act. 


Opened eight days ago and crit- 
icised by Mayor Dickmann as re- 
sembling a roller coaster, the east- 
ern end of the $3,000,000 Express 
Highway confronted other city of- 
ficials with a new problem today 
—noise that disturbs residents of 
the neighborhood. 

The section between Kingshigh- 
way and Taylor avenue, where the 
depressed five-lane roadway runs 
between high perpendicular con- 
crete retaining walls and is crossed 
by three bridges for vehicles and 
one for pedestrians, was the par- 
ticular source of complaints. 

Apparently the walls—made nec- 
essary by the double curve in this 
stretch, the depth of the cut and 
the character of the adjoining 
property—act as sounding boards, 
against which the blare of horns 
and general rattle of traffic echo. 

Alderman Hubert A. Hoeflinger 
of the Seventeenth Ward, through 
which the eastern end of the road 
runs, took the complaints to Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers Frank 
J. McDevitt. The director told him 
there seemed to be nothing the city 
could do about the disturbance un- 
‘less an anti-noise ordinance were 
| enacted. Hoeflinger replied he was 

not interested in such a step, but 
| was of the opinion the police “ought 
_to do something about it.” 
Persons using the express route 


have noticed that some drivers evi- 
dently have been sounding horns 
in the high-walled section to en- 
joy the resultant reverberations. 
Under the bridges, particularly the 
long one at Kingshighway, the 
hornblowers have taken special de- 
light in the roar. Another reason 
for horn-blowing has been the 
tendency of many drivers to block 
cars seeking to pass by straddling 
two lanes, due to the curves and 
the inclination to steer away from 
the walls. 

Discussion of the situation led 
McDevitt to disclose that Barnes 
Hospital had complained that the 
noise of Kingshighway motor traf- 
fic annoyed patignts, particularly 
at night, when many cars were go- 
ing to and from the Municipal 
Theater. The hospital authorities 
suggested an evening detour, but 
the director has been unable to 
think of an acceptable one. This 
led him to the idea of an anti-noise 
ordinance, but he refrained from 
definitely proposing such a bill. 

Another source of noise about 
which residents of American cities 
have joked and inveihed for many 
years was brought up by McDevitt 
—the practice of swains calling for 
their “dates” at apartments and 
residences and blowing their horns 


to announce arrival, instead of 
ringing doorbells.

The new tie-up involved engineers 
and laundry workers, who are 
negotiating unsuccessfully with op- 
erators for renewal of union con- 
tracts but are not on strike. Op- 
erators said they could see no gain 
in attempting to reopen until a set- 
tlement is reached. 

Culinary and clerical workers, 
who voted 1531 to 613 yesterday in 
favor of a peace plan worked out 
through weeks of negotiations, re- 
turned to the picket lines in an ef- 
fort to force through new agree- 
ments for the engineers and laun- 
dry workers. The latter did not 
appear in the lines. 

Operators and union representa- 
tives expressed belief agreements 
could be worked out to allow the 
hotels—closed since May 1—to re- 
open tomorrow. 

The strikers jubilantly described 
their peace terms as a union vic- 
tory. Under the proposal, union 
demands for higher wages and a 
40-hour week will be submitted to 
arbitration. The employers granted 
recognition but not preferential 
hiring to the union representing 
clerks and office workers. 

Union officers explained the dis- 
crepancy between the total strike 
vote and the estimated 3200 strikers 
by stating many of the latter had 
obtained work in summer resorts, 
while others did not participate in 
the vote, supervised by Deputy 
County Registrars.

SHOE COMPANY FAILS 
TO STOP NLRB FEARING 


Examiner Denies Motion to 
Dismiss Charges Against 
Hamilton-Brown. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
UNION, Mo., July 27.—A motion 


to dismiss charges that the Ham- 
ilton-Brown Shoe Co. had engaged 
in unfair labor practices at its 
Union plant was denied today by 
Tria] Examiner William Seagle of 
the National Labor. Relations 
Board. 

Luke E, Hart of St. Louis, com- 
pany president, entered an oral de- 
murrer, asserting evidence did not 


substantiate the charges. On a 
second motion, to dismiss’ the 
charges as to the more than 200 
former employes named in the 
complains, the Examiner reserved 
ruling. 

In denying a request for an ad- 
journment until tomorrow morn- 
ing, the Examiner ordered Hart to 
proceed with his defense this aft- 
ernoon. Hart argued that 105 wit- 
nesses had testified in the hearing 
and that he had not been given 
ample opportunity to study the 
record, which now consists of more 
than 3000 typewritten pages and 
about 50 documentary exhibits. 


Foreman to Testify. 


The company’s first witness, Hart 
said, will be Harry Bruecks, cut- 
ting room foreman. Former Ham- 
bro plant employes have testified 
that Bruecks lent his aid toan anti- 
union campaign within the plant. 
It was indicated that Bruecks 
would be followed to the stand by 
Tom Rowland, who has been quot- 
ed by many witnesses as making 
antagonistic remarks against Unit- 
ed Shoe Workers of America, a 
C1 O affiliate. 

One witness said Rowland re- 
marked, “I want to tell you that 
anyone signing his name for this 
organization (United Shoe Work- 
ers) is signing himself out of a 
job.” ‘The foreman, witnesses said, 
declared that the plant would be 
closed before recognition would be 
given the union. 

Replying to Hart’s demand for 
dismissals in connection with indi- 
viduals, David C. Shaw, board's at- 
torney, said the board did not con- 
tend that all case@ were of equal 
merit. 

Hearing Proceeds Slowly. 

The hearing moved slowly this 
morning and yesterday. Attorneys 
used more than an hour today in 
completing a stipulation that about 
140 workers were discharged for 
refusal to join the Commercial 
Shoe Workers’ organization, which 
had been attacked as a company 
union. About 30 names were added 
to the group today through an 
amendment submitted by Shaw. 

The complaints allege also the il- 
legal discharge of about 95 other 
employes because of union activity. 
All of this group have testified in 
the hearing, which began July 8. 

Elmer Jones, secretary of Local 
125 of United Shoe Workers, who 
was recalled for further cross-ex- 
amination, testified concerning 
membership records. Hart appar- 
ently was attempting to lay the 
groundwork for an attack on the 
union’s contention that it had a 
majority of plant workers. 

Evidence has been introduced 
that the union represented 374 of 
the 655 employes on May 17, when 
demands for recognition were 
made. Commercial Shoe Workers, 
formed late in June, said it had a 
membership of 351 of the 508 em- 
ployes working on that day. 


Applicant a Member. 


Jones testified that an applicant 
became a member for purposes of 
collective bargaining when the ap- 
plication card was signed. He said 
the union’s rule applied regardless 
of whether initiation fees or dues 
were paid at the time. 

The . union’ secretary revealed 
that several members were being 
carried on a “loan” basis. He denied 
that he used threats in soliciting 
plant employes for memberships in 
the CIO local, Jones, first wit- 
ness in the proceeding, was dis- 
charged May 3. , 

William Gerling, who was active 
in organizing the United Shoe 
Workers local, was recalled today 
for further cross-examination. He 
also denied the use of threats in 
obtaining members for the organi- 
zation. Gerling was re-examined 
on previous testimony in which he 
quoted Charles Jannings as assert- 
ing the plant would be closed when 
all its employes had joined the 
union. 

Specifically the firm is charged 
with restraint of employes’ rights 
under the Labor Act, formation and 
domination of a union, discrimina- 
tion in employment and refusal to 
bargain collectively. The com- 
plaints, filed by United Shoe Work- 
ers, grew out of a strike at the 
plant on March 31.

However, the two tragedies are 
related by something more than 
mere resemblance or coincidence. 
It was testified here last week that 
a Republic officer urged the Mas- 
sillon police to emulate the tactics 
of their Chicago contemporaries, 
and that when the regular police 
resisted this pressure, Republic 
succeeded in having many of its 
own employes sworn in as special 
policemen, who then participated in 
the killings and subsequent raids 
on strikers’ houses.

RUSSIANS RECORD FLIGHT? | 
MADE IN PLANE 5 YEARS OLD 


Pilot Gromov Predicts Machine 
Will Be Built That Can Fly 

12,000 Miles Nonstop. | 

By the Associated Press. | 
WASHINGTON, July 27. — Mik- | 
hail Gromov, pilot of the Soviet 
plane which broke the world’s non- 
stop record in a 6262-mile flight 
over the North Pole, predicted last 
night that Soviet airmen would fly 
twice that distance in a new plane. 


The trans-Polar plane was built 
in 1932, Gromov explained. He ex- 
pressed confidence that with aero- 
nautical developments since then 
and experience gained on the Polar 
flight, a single-engine plane can be 
produced to fly 12,000 miles. 

“In perhaps two years,” the flyer 
added, “it would be possible to es- 
tablish a safe commercial air line 
over the North Pole which wouid be 
practical for all-year flying.” 

Gromov, with Andrey Yumashey, 
co-pilot, and Sergei Danilin, navi- 
gator, recounted the flight at the 
Soviet Embassy after calls on 
President Roosevelt, Secretaries 
Hull, Woodring, Roper and other 
American officials. 

Gromov said he favors the trans- 
Polar route from the Soviet to the 
United States because it is the 
shortest and, being mostly over ice 
and not water, safest. 

Establishment of a commercial 
route over the pole, he said, should 
be preceded by erection of a radio 
beam on the Canadian side, and 
improvement of the beacon on the 
Russian side.

Suspected Arms Smuggler Geis 
15-Year Term for Killing 
Soviet Ex-Commissar.

JERUSALEM, July 27.—Reuben 
Schenzvit, once South American 
agent for the European munitions 
merchant, Sir Basil Zaharoff, was 
convicted today of killing Jacob 
Zwanger, former Soviet Vice-Come- 
missar of Harbors, and was sen- 
tenced to 15 years’ imprisonment, 

Zwanger was clubbed to death 
last March 10. 

Investigation of the killing dis- 
closed an arms-smuggling ring, a 
secret radio station and alleged spy 
activities, intelligence officers of 


the British Royal Air Force said, 

Zwanger’s widow, at the prelim- 
inary hearing, told the presiding 
British Magistrate, Paget Bourke, 
that her last sight of her husband 
was when he departed to visit 
Schenzvit’s office. 

Investigators think Zwanger was 
killed to seal his lips concerning 
the smuggling of arms into Pales- 
tine. Authorities suspected the 
arms were for the use of the Hago- 
nah, secret Jewish Defense Society. 

In Schenzvit’s house, police found 
a powerful unlicensed radio station 
and a cleverly concealed micro- 
phone-dictograph system, A stained 
sledge hammer was discovered in 
an underground chamber, from 
which a tunnel led to the area 
where Zwanger’s body was found. 


CLOSING OF CHURCH RESISTED 


Mexicans Stay in Nogales Edifice 
to Prevent Sealing of Doors.

The “kneel downers” clung tena- 
ciously to their posts in the face 
of warnings from Angel la Garda, 
Federal property custodian, who, 
appearing at the church to seal] its 
doers, was met by hundreds of de- 
vout worshippers. Some have 
vowed to remain within the church 
until forcibly ejectee€. The church 
was reopened June 4 on permission 
from Gov. Roman Yocupicio of 
Sonora.

Opposes Partition of Palestine. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
ERMIT me to correct your recent edi- 
Pp torial on the partition of Palestine. 

It is not true that “for 14 years, Britain 
has vainly sought to keep peace between 
Arabs and Jews.” Even the Royal Com- 
mission criticised the British administra- 
tion in Palestine in its ineffectiveness in 
crushing the Arab terror. But much more 
can be said than being merely ineffective. 
There are documents that prove the Brit- 
ish were encouraging the disturbances by 
yielding to Arab demands. 

After each outbreak by the Arabs, the 
latter were always compensated at the 
victims’ expense. Instead of dealing with 
the murderous Arabic bands, as England 
does so effectively with similar bands in 
India, Egypt, ete, the Government 
showed partisanship by giving conces- 
sions to the Arab agitators and terroristic 
band leaders, thus encouraging them to 
kill Jews and destroy Jewish property. — 

Jewish rights in Palestine were incor- 
porated in international laws. The Bal- 
four declaration was ratified by 52 na- 


tions, members of the League of Nations, | 
and also by the United States, through a | 
joint resolution of both houses of Con-— 


gress and through a special treaty with 
Great Britain. The civilized world 
should not permit Britain to settle its 
colonial problems at the expense of 
the most persecuted people in the world. 
The Jews’ rights shall not be neglected 
because of the British policy of “muddling 
through.” 

The Jews cannot accept the partition 
of the Holy Land. Zionism aims to solve 
the 2000-year-old Jewish problem by liqui- 
dating the “exile” in creating in Palestine, 
on both sides of the Jordan River, a Jew- 
ish commonwealth. 

This plan, a Lilliputian Jewish state, 
will not solve the Jewish problem. What 
will the 3,500,000 suffering Jews in Poland 
and the million Jews in Rumania and mil- 
lions in many other countries do? Where 
will they find a haven from the perse- 
cutors? A land where no persecuted 
Jews can find a home cannot become a 
J~ish state 

The partition plan is a national insult 
Jerusalem, “the 
heart of the Jewish people,” is outside the 
Jewish state. The Jews will have to pay 
tribute to those who slaughtered Jews 
and destroyed their property, a reward 
for the Arabs’ terroristic acts. 

The planned “Jewish state” will not 
give a home to the Jewish people but only 
to a handful of individuals. The Jewish 
people therefore will reject the British 
scheme and fight for a real Jewish state 
on both sides of the Jordan.

WHAT ARE THOSE REASONS? 


Gov. Stark, upon his return from a vacation trip 
to Alaska, expresses surprise over the private sale 
of State bonds to Baum, Bernheimer & Co. of Kan- 


sas City. 
‘the last meeting of the State Building Commission

‘opposed to private sale of State securities. Mr. 
Stark also put himself on record to this effect in a 
letter to James F. Quigg of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., who, after two previous private sales to 
the Kansas City firm, had asked that future sales be 
on a competitive basis. 

In view of Gov. Stark’s disavowal, the suspicion 
is deepened that the Board of Fund Commissioners— 
Lieutenant-Governor Harris, State Treasurer Winn, 
State Auditor Forrest Smith and Attorney-General 
McKittrick—took advantage of his absence to put 
over a deal by which the State of Missouri lost an 
estimated $50,000. 

This view is also borne out by the statement of 
Sam E. Trimble, chairman of the State Bi-partisan 
Advisory Committee, which riddled the official ex- 
planation of State Treasurer Winn that the private 
sale was resorted to because an emergency existed. 
Mr. Trimble showed that the request for sale of 
the bonds had first been made last November, and 
that the Board of Fund Commissioners had “kept 
putting off and putting off’ the sale. 

Why the delay? 

But despite the delay, Winn’s statement fails to 
stand up because Mr. Trimble’s board, at the July 
14. meeting, suggested a public sale of the bonds. 
The board pointed out that this could be done ex- 
peditiously by making an announcement through the 
press, foregoing the usual red tape connected with 
such business. It was the Trimble board whose word 
should have been final. 

The State Building Commission, at the time of the 
alleged emergency, had $1,300,000 on hand before 
the bonds were sold, and, according to Mr. Trim- 
ble, this would have been sufficient for its July and 
August commitments. 

The facts in the case admit of no other construc- 
tion than that the Board of Fund Commissioners per- 
formed an act of deliberate favoritism to Baum, Bern- 
heimer & Co., for reasons which are undisclosed.

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THE NAVY ABANDONS DIRIGIBLES. 

Admiral William D. Leahy, chief of the naval op- 
erations, yesterday told the House Naval Commit- 
tee that his department could not recommend fur- 
ther appropriations for building and operating dir- 
igibles; that lighter-than-air craft had been “found 
wanting” for military purposes, in view of the “dis-

_ Co-operation of the navy has always been relied 
upon to help develop the dirigible. Even if this aid 
ig now withdrawn, it should still be possible to build 
safe and efficient airships that will be commercially 
profitable. 
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SAVE THE TREES. 

Only God can make a tree, but man can preserve 
and protect them. City Forester Baumann reports 
that 6000 trees planted in St. Louis last spring by 
the W P A are badly in need of water, and urges 
that householders suphly the trees near their homes. 

There are reasons, both esthetic and utilitarian. 
why this should be done. The trees are worth sav- 


ing, not only for the shade and coolness they af- | 
ford, but because they purify the air for man. They | 


consume carbon dioxide and throw off oxygen, which 
is the exact opposite of the use man makes of air.

HIGHWAY NEEDS OF 1960. 

The stupendous task awaiting the highway en- 
gineers and the authorities of government in han- 
dling the traffic problem in the next few decades 
is made clear by the prediction of Charles F. Ket- 
tering, research engineer, that the country will have 
37,000,000 motor vehicles by 1960. Mr. Kettering is no 
sensationalist. His figures, based on long experience 
in the motor industry, may be accepted as a rea- 
sonable estimate. They represent an increase in 
the next 23 years of almost 50 per cent over the ap- 
proximately 26,000,000 motor vehicles now registered. 

If traffic is congested today, what will it be after 
this great increase takes effect? If the country now 
stands appalled by the toll of deaths and injury taken 
by the automobile, what will be the annual tribute 
when one more motor car, truck or bus is added to 
every two now operating? 

Obviously, such a torrent of traffic cannot possibly 
be handled by the present highway system. The 
country has got to think about building more roads, 
wider roads, better designed roads. Just now, only 
373,000 of America’s 3,069,000 miles of highway are 
improved with any kind of surface. Of the surfaced 
roads, only 160,000 miles are of high-type paving. 
Many miles of these roads are narrow, affording space 
for only one lane of traffic in each direction. And 
2,696,000 miles of our highways are still the mud or 
dust, depending on the season, known to the motor- 
less ‘90s. 

It is only in recent years that the modern type 
of multiple-laned superhighway, scientifically curved 
and graded, with protected intersections, has come 
into being. According to figures quoted by Robert 
B. Brooks, St. Louis member of the Missouri High- 
way Commission, before the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers at Detroit, the 
country now has 7999 miles of road more than two 
lanes wide, exclusive of city streets and parkways. 
There are 3096 miles of four-lane highway and only 
201 miles five and six lanes wide. 


For the country’s major needs, Mr. Kettering esti- 


‘mates, some 50,000 to 60,000 miles of express high- | 
/ways will be needed by 1960. In addition, he urges | 


a secondary system of good roads serving cities and 
towns, and a third system of service highways in 
rural areas. 

It would have been the wiser course, during the 
depression crisis, if there had been no boondoggling 
with non-essential public works projects, but, instead 
a concentration on highway needs. As it is, the 
country must begin to build more and better highways 
at once, if it is to cope with the revolution in trans- 
portation envisaged by this authority.

N no other liberal country in the world 
ie the future of democracy more threat- 

ened than in the United States. The first 
reason for this condition is the failure to 
establish industrial peace. The uncompro- 
mising opposition of a number of employers 
to collective bargaining has been accompa- 
nied by illegal acts on the part of certain 
workers, creating a serious situation. If the 
Roosevelt administration wishes to safe- 
guard the democratic process, it must se- 
cure the acceptance of the dual principles 
of collective bargaining and collective re- 
sponsibility. 

Second, democracy can survive in this 
country only if democratic institutions are 
strengthened and a genuinely national view 
developed. President Roosevelt has achieved 
many commendable results: but so far he 
has failed to strengthen the institutional 
processes necessary to the maintenance of 
democracy. 

Even Hitler and Mussolini consult the best 
technical experts before formulating eco- 
nomic policy. But the American public is 
suddenly confronted with the most compli- 
cated proposals, without any assurance that 
they have been examined by specialists or 
that they will be thoroughly discussed in 
public debate. 

America togay is governed largely by a 
combination of personal rule and pressure 
groups, which is the antithesis of rea] dem- 
ocratic government. Any program for Gov- 
ernment reorganization should strengthen 
the legislative as well as the executive 
branch of the Government. Congress would 
do well to consider the creation of a re- 
search and drafting bureau for the purpose 
of providing any Congressman with expert 
assistance upon any subject. It should also 
establish commissions to study the working 
of new economic experiments. 

Finally, present economic trends threaten 


- ete 


our democratic institutions. Some spokes- 
men inform us that technological unemploy- 
ment is permanent and that the Government 
must support a large part of the population 
upon permanent subsidies. While Govern- 
ment must assume responsibility for the 
unemployed, its major work should be to 
create a free economic system open to every 
American upon the basis of merit. The po- 
litical judgments necessary for the function- 
ing of democracy cannot be made by people 
who are permanent wards of the state. 

Government intervention is thoroughly jus- 
tified for the purpose of removing the rigidi- 
ties in modern capitalism; but unfortunate- 
ly, many forms of recent government inter- 
vention in this and other countries have 
merely imposed new rigidities. Our coal and 
sugar policy, a faulty tax structure, various 
other measures to destroy the efficiency of 
large-scale production and subsidize mar- 
ginal producers are examples of the present 
tendency to impair the production of wealth, 

Liberals often forget that before wealth 
can be given away it must be created. The 
German Republic was overthrown partly 
because the Socialists and trade unionists 
made increasing demands upon private in- 
dustry at the very time when production was 
declining. 

The New Deal has aided the farmer and 
the unemployed and has restored profits to 
large corporations. But the small middle 
class remains forgotten. It is this class 
which in other countries has been the foun- 
dation of Fascism. What America needs, if 
it is to have both peace and democracy, is 
a carefully integrated intellectual program, 
together with a will to apply it in disregard 
of immediate considerations and vested in- 
terests. 

It is futile to continue to demand the priv- 
lleges of democracy unless we are willing to 
accept its responsibilities. 


Scholars in Exile 


From 


HE Society for the Protection of Science 

and Learning has issued a report on the 
present status of scholars in exile and on 
the efforts which the society has made to 
help them find new places and continue 
their work. One might also interpret it as 
a study in the darkness which has fallen 
upon so vast a part of the world. 

Naturally, the report is largely concerned 
with the plight of German teachers. -1600 
of whom have lost their posts since 1933, 
and 800 of whom are now in other countries. 
But Germany is not alone among the na- 
tions in dismissal and persecution of men 
of learning whose only offense is that their 
politics, or their religious faith, does not 
have the approval of the state. 

The society has had to work in behalf cf 
scholars from Communist Russia and Fas- 
cist Italy. Recently, Portugal dismissed 
six university teachers. Austria has made 
it impossible for some Jewish scientists to 
continue their programs. And, of course, 
the war in Spain has “led to the flight 
abroad of many university teachers, re- 
search workers and students.”

A number of these men have found posts 
in England and the United States. Smaller 
countries have also helped. Palestine has 
taken 43 and Turkey, despite the fact that 
it also is a dictatorship, 47. 

But, successful as the society has been in 
making such arrangements, the problem re- 
mains a grave one, It is serious not alone 
for the men whose livelihoods and even lives 
are thus directly at stake, but for the 
world and for the future. Study and schol- 
arship cannot live and thrive within the 
harsh and narrow confines of official ideolo- 
gies and threats of exile. Learning and re- 
search recognize no frontiers and exclusive- 
ly national aims. Yet country after country 
makes these things the tests and insists 
that its teachers and scientists submit to 
such cruel disciplines or suffer the disrup- 
tion of their work and, too often, its com- 
plete cessation. 

It is one of the blackest pages in the his- 
tory of a period scarcely distinguished for 
its light, this consistent and deliberate un- 
dermining of the very foundations of human 
progress and understanding.

Whenever 
was called upon to exp. ss a pref- 
erence between two suits bid by 
the opener, if the responder had 
no real preference he merely 
“went back” to the first bid suit 
and let it go at that. Since the 
advent of “reverse bidding,” how- 
ever, with its frequently indefinite 
implication of suit .engths, the re- 
sponder cannot discharge his re- 
sponsibility so casually. It is 
pretty generally understood among 
all. classes of players that a hand 
such as @A J83 9 AJI982 
@ 6 & K 5 2 should be opened 
with a bid of one spade, not one 
heart. This is in line with the 
principle of preparedness. If we 
were to bid as we used to and open 
this hand with one heart, partner 
might make several responses that 
would embarrass us at our next op- 
pertunity. If he were to respond 
to the heart with either one no 
trump or two diamonds we would 
fear to bid two snades, realizing 
that if he could not stand the 
spade bid and were to return us to 
our first named suit we then would 
be too high for comfort. Thus, as 
a preparation for the showing of 
our groceries, namely, both major 
suits, we start with one spade so 
that we can bid two hearts on the 
next round in safety. 

Since we must alter the age old 
bidding philosophy, which was to 
show length first, it follows that 
there must be a commensurate al- 
teration of responses.

Ironton is about 100 miles south 
of St. Louis by way of United 
States Highway No. 61 or State 
Highway No. 21 and may also be 
reached, through a somewhat long- 
er drive to dodge traffic, over State 
Highway No. 30 and a cut-off to 
No. 21 through Richwoods. 

From Ironton there are two ac- 
cepted ways to Taum Sauk. One

Taum Sauk’s peak is just two 
miles east of the Reynolds 
‘County line and, as the _ bee 
goes, about seven miles southwest 


of Ironton. It might be a thou- 
sand miles from civilization but for 
the faint reverberation of locomo- 
tive whistles through the hills. 
Before going farther, it must be 


recorded that 10 cents worth of 
flowers of sulphur made our jaunt 
bearable. Sprinkled liberally about 
legs, waist and shoulders, it effec- 
tively kept off the chiggers, those 
infinitesimal, brick-red pests of the 
Missouri woods. They could be 
seen crawling on boot leather, but 
they kept off the skin. 

The jolly Arch stopped his taxi 
when the rocks and stumps became 
a bit too tough for the springs. We 
set out on a four-mile hike, up hill 
and down dale, to the Devil's Toll 
Gate, Evangeline or Mina-Sauk 
Falls and the crest of Taum Sauk. 
Surveyor Lentz swung a sharp bolo 
knife once in a while where the 
undergrowth was a bit thick. 


Luxuriant in foliage, the second- 
growth forest was mostly white oak 
and black oak, with some hickory 
and gum and occasional cedars. 


Banker Fletcher, long accustomed 
to hunting in this fastness, who 
thinks it would make a fine State 
park, recounts the game to be 
found: "There are still some deer 
and turkeys; many wolves; foxes, 
wildcats and ‘coons. Of course, 
there are some copperheads and 
rattlers in this country. The other 
day we killed a rattlesnake with 
16 rattles and a button; he was 
after a rabbit.” 


But the day of our expedition the 
only reptile signted was one little 
gartersnake stirred up by “Doc.” 

Down the valley of Little Taum 
Sauk Creek an old logging or tie 
road led to the Devil's Toll Gate. 
This is a huge” granite boulder, 
about 25 feet high, split into two 
chunks, between which the trail 
passes. How it got there in ages 
past is a matter for the geologists 


to explain. On it the surveyors 
have marked an altitude record: 
1079.7 feet. Below it the stream 


ripples over a rocky bed, gathering 
momentum to reach the Black Riv- 


er. 
Nis 700 feet for the hikers, en- 
compassed within a distance of 
about two miles. Part way there 
ran an old tie road, next, the deep 
bed of a dry wash, where past rains 
have cut away this trail. Beyond, it 
was a matter of pushing through 
the brush, sometimes shoulder high, 
except where a cowpath or rocky 
slope intervened. The woods grew 
thicker. 


We reached the falls—a real sur- 
prise to city men. Some one in 
late years has given them the name 
Evangeline, though the old Indian 
title of Mina-Sauk also persists, ex- 
plained by a gruesome legend. an 
ingenious variant of the Lovers’ 
Leap theme. 


OW there was a climb of near- 


In a series of cascades, the cool, 
crystal-clear water tumbles down a 
precipitous granite face for 200 to 
300 feet, from the south slope of 
Taum Sauk to the canyon on the 
west. It springs from marshy high 
ground and runs to Little Taum 
Sauk Creek, A thin trickle now, the 
falls in the wet season are broad 
and undoubtedly lovely. Even last 
year’s record drouth failed to dry 
them altogether, it is said. They 
have worn deep crevices in the 
blackened rock. To an amazing 
degree the falls are a small-scale 
reproduction of gems of the Rocky 


Mountains. 

Gnarled cedars crown the 
rock. In a crevice on a sheer 
granite face we found a bird’s 


nest of damp moégs containing four 
small blue-speckled eggs, but no 
mother bird. Overhead lazy clouds 


floated in a fairy blue sky. The 
distant hills were cloaked in the 
rich haze of the Ozarks. 

From the summit of the falls 
there was a yorgeous view. The

lay of the land carried out the idea 
of the Rockies in miniature. A 
typical saddle about 1350 feet high 
connected Taum Sauk with its west- 
ern neighbor, Wildcat Mountain, 
No. 3 peak of Missouri at 1745 feet. 
Between the two ancient elevations 
lay a deep canyon, whose head was 
at the saddle and whose foot 
stretched to the Devil's Toll Gate 
far below. Through the canyon 
ran the creek. Green woods en- 
veloped the rocky slopes. One in- 
voluntarily looked for timberline. 
From the peak of Taum Sauk to 
the peak of Wildcat it was just one 
mile, the surveyor pointed out, giv- 
ing some idea of the size of the can- 
yon. 

The ridge of Wildcat runs north 
towards Ironton, while that 


of | 


Taum Sauk goes east to Tip Top. | 


Climbing on above the falls, 
turned to see a vista of six great 
hills forming a quarter of the hor- 
izon from south to west. They 
were patched in sunlight and shad- 
ow as the clouds drifted over. The 
hikers pushed on and soon beheld a 
new ridge, purplish in the haze, 
somewhere around the _ northern 
border of Wayne County, between 
Des Are and Ellington. 

Turning towards the 
beheld still another dim ridge, prob- 
ably the one near Belleview alonz 
State Highway No. 32, and possibly 
just including Buford Mountain, 
whose 1760 feet give it second place 
in Missouri's roof. 

Granite outcroppings on Taum 
Sauk’'s upper reaches were another 
sight reminiscent of the Rockies. 
In contrast was the gentle chirp- 
ing Of a pair of 


whose frail yellow forms flashed 
among the bushes. 

The higher we climbed, it 
seemed, the thicker the under- 


What 
gratitude then was heaped 
that sulphur!

The “peak” was an anti-climax. 
It proved to be a plateau, about a 
mile long from west to east, nearly 
half as broad, and almost level, 
covered with a pleasant grove of 
trees. Although not thick, the 
grove prevented any real view of 
the surrounding country. 

Lentz led the way to the brass 
tublet he had placed in a granite 
slab, denoting a bench mark at 
1765.2 feet, and then to a granite 
boulder nearby—the top of the

But 
Banker Fletcher said he knew of 
no Hogan Mountain. Inspection of 
the terrain and of the work sheet 
of the topographical survey showed 
Tip Top to be in reality a spur of 
Taum Sauk, three and a quarter 
miles east of the peak. The map 
was closely lined with contours, but 
the eye easily found Taum Sauk 
because of a big oval indicating 
the plateau.
